ALARM COULD NOT BE SOUNDED 


HOUSE ABLAZE ON HODIAMONT 
AVENUE, 


Mrs. L. Bone, Her Son and Daughter 
Barely Escaped With Their Lives

A fire that is believed to have been in- 
cendiary partially destroyed the pbuilding 
at 1900 Hodtamont avenue Friday morning. 
The lives of three persons were imperiled. 
Mrs. L. Bone and her 6on and daughter, 
who occupy apartments in the building, 
were forced- to flee in their night clothes. 

The house is a handsome two-story buff 
Brick structure, only partly completed. The 
lower floor was designed for stores and the 
upper for flats. 

The fire started on the second floor. in 
the unoccupied apartments adjoining those 
into which the Bone family recently moved. 
The effect of the recent blizzard in crip- 
Pling the fire alarm service prevented an 
ala@m from being turned in in the regular 
way and firemen did not arrive on the scene 
until] three hours after the blaze had been 
discovered. Meanwhile the flames had been 
extinguished by neighbors who carried 
water in buckets from their homes. 

Two men are believed to have been in 
the building when the fire started. Whether 
they were injured and how they escaped 
are two of the mysteries which have not 
yet been solved. The rear window and 
door showed evidence that an entrance had 
been forced into the building. Footprints 
were found on the rear stairs, on the win- 
dow aill and on the floors. 

Stuart H. Bone discovered the fire. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock he was awakened

‘President M’Kinley’s Message to Congress Urging the 
Necessity of Expending Customs Collec- 
tions on the Island.

Establishing and purchasing newspapers. .$19,550 
Expenses in the present investigation and 

in the Wellcome disbarment proceedings. . 21,704 

Mr. Campbell said that the $19,500 had been 
expended on the three papers, ihe Living- 
stone Enterprise, the Bozeman Chronicle 
and the Carbon County Democrat, which 
had been purchased or established to op- 
pose what they believed were corrupt prac- 
tices in politics. ‘ 

The money in these cases had oniy been 
loaned. The other expenditures included 
all money spent to date on account of wit- 
nesses, attorneys and detectives in the pros- 
ecution of the case. Ti did not. however, 
include counsel] fees in the pending investl- 
gaiion. Mr. Campbell did not know what 
these charges would be. All the Money 
thus expended had been received frbm Mr. 
Daly. a 

State Senator Henry lL. Myers’ was re- 
called ang questioned concerning Ben Hill's 
statemedts. He said that Hill's statement 
in his affidavit concerning himself was cor- 
rect, while Hill’s statement before the 
committee relating to him was in the main 
incorrect. It was true, he said, that Hill 
nad frequently come to him during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature, teliing him that 
he came from Senator Clark; that Clark 
wanted him to come to his room and that 
he (Hill) could get him $25,000 for: his vote. 
He had told Hill that he thought $10,490 
was enough for his’ vote and that if Clark 
wanted to pay that sum for it he could 
put the money in Mr. Whitesides’ hands.

IN ITS DEFENSE. 


REV. DR.. BOYD AGAINST IT. 


Imperial Management Criticised for 
Its Determination to Produce 
the Obnoxious Play. 


Despite the opposition to Sappho from 
many quarters, Manager Sam Gumpertz of 
the Imperial announced Friday that he 
Would produce the play at his theater, 
week after next, and run it two weeks. 

When Miss Isabelie Pvesson, leading wo- 
man of the Imperial] stock company, was 
informed that she would be obliged to 
play the titie role in ‘Sappho’ sim re- 
signed from the company, deciaring there 
Was no excuse or provocation for tue piay 
and that she wouid give up her position 
and saiary rather than appear in it. 

The imperial management has now en- 
gaged M.8s Victory bateman, who is ap- 
pearing in a sketch with her husband at 
the ripe 0 pe this week, to pay ‘Sappho.’ 

Miss Bateman announced—atter the en- 
gagement was made—that she would not 
wear tights in “Sappho” and 4that she 
would eiiminate from the part the features 
which caused Olga Nethersole’s arrest in 
New York’ City. 

‘When this reached Mr. Gumpertz he 
said—in an aside—that tights would be 
worn in “‘Sappho’’ and that the play wouid 
be put on in his theater with aii the fea- 
tures which aroused comment on the Neth- 
ersole production. 

(Miss Bateman says she will not wear 
tights in “Sappho,” because the book does 
not call for tights. Mr. Gumpertz says the 


oy calls for tights and that tights will } 


worn or he wll know the reason why. 

“I have not seen ‘Sappho,’ but I have 
read the book,”’ said Miss Bateman, “and 
I know that 1 can play the part in a man- 
her that will not be objectionable, and ali 
I ask is tha? my friends and the public 
suspend judgment until they have seen 
‘my Sappho. 

“— hive accepted the part for one reason 
only, to show the public that I can 
play ‘Sappho’ in a way to bring out the 
moral in the ‘play without in the least 
giving offense to the mora! sensibilities of 
my auditors, 

“Poor Sappho was an unfortunate woman. 
She was of the same type as Camille, Car- 
men, Frou frou and others whose lives I 
have depicted on the stage. 

“She was not so bad a woman as Frou 
Frou, and I have play ed Frou Frou scores 
of times without receiving an adverse eriti- 
cism. 

“There is an excellent lesson in Sappho, 
one that is needed by young women who 
are wavering and on the verge of taking 
the step which inevitably teads to the dig- 
asier which we see in the hives of Sapphos 
and Camilies. 

“There can be nothing objectionable in 
a stage picture of Sapp yho'’s life if the facis 
in that life be adhered to. The criticism 
of Sappho should have been criticism of 
Miss Nethersole’s acting. Miss Nethersole 
plays Sappho “2 s she played Carmen, throws 
ing into her ork all the suggestive sen- 
SUOCUSNESS seneet d to have been indulged 
in by those women. I shali not do that. I 
could not do it #f | were to try. It igs not 
necessary in my conception of the part. 

“Sappho was not @ moral character. No 
one ciaims thet she was. But there is a 
moral in the piay. My idea of an actress’ 
duty with a part like Sappho is to show 
by the disaster in her life what this dis- 
aster is inevitable. and to hold her up as 
a ‘horrible example,’ if you will, for im- 
mature feminine minds to ponder over.

“Such action cannot be too heartily con- 
demned,”’ he said. ‘I have never seen the 
play and I do net care to, but I have read 
enough and heard enough about “Sappho” 
to satiefy me that it is not the me that 
elevates one, mentally or moral Miss 
Bvesson is a credit not only to the stage 
but to womanhood. She has shown such 
woman'iness that cannot fail to bring its 
rich ore She is right in this, too. 
‘Sappho,”’ Fayre by Miss Nethersole. 
an pincae of great ability, distinctly a 
finished artist, surrounded by a company of 
artists, is a very different proposition from 
“Sappho” as presented by a popular price 
theater stock company.

CITIZENS FROM ALL PARTS OF 
THE CITY COMPLAINING. 


REDUCTION WORKS’ CLAIM. 


Coming of Warm Weather Calls At- 
tention to the Necessity for En- 
forcing the Contracts. 


Citizens are complaining that the garbage 
contractor is not fuii.ling his contra ct, 
which requires that he make dally ‘col.ec- 
tions of garbage im ail parts of the city. 
In some parts of the olty a garbage wagon 
has not been seen for months. In other 
parts the collections are not made oftener 
than once a week. In the winter the non- 
collection of garbage is not the cause of 
much nupisance to citizens, but the ap- 
proach of spring and warm weather re- 
minds the pwhlic that uncollected garbage 
will be a great annoyance as well as a dan- 
ger to health. 

The city is In a peuwliar situation in re- 
gard to the garbage question. It has a 
contract with a company of which Col, 
Edward Butler ts the ‘thead and front, by 
which the contractor is required for a 
handsome consideration to collect 
the garbage of the entire city. 

That this contract has mot been faith- 
fully performed thousands of citizens know. 

The city also hes a contract with the 
reduction works by which it agrees to de- 
liver to the works daily, 
the entire city. The performance of this 
contract by the city depends upon the per- 
formance by the collecting contractor of 
his contract. As the collecting contract Is

The eswbject reached City ‘Counselor 
Schnurmatcher, and he rendered an opinion 
that the contractor’s claim was valid and 
must be allowed, but that the city could 

rotect ttself by deducting from his regu- 

‘ar compensation the value of the unful- 
filled part of his contract. The contractor 
immediately refunded the amount he had 
collected as extra compensation, thus leav- 
ing the city defenselese against any claim 
that the reduvtion company may set up as 
a result of failure to deliver dally the gar- 
aa from the entire city. 

he Comptroller was at one time notified 
by President McMath of the embarrass- 
ment that would come to the eity if the re- 
duction company should choose to file a 
claim, but no attention was paid to the 
warni: 7s The Charter makes it the duty 
of the Mayor to see that all contracts with 
the city are falthfully performed, and 
makes it the duty of every city official to 
whom knowledge may come that a contract 
is being violated, to notify the Mayor. 

Prior to July, 1298, there was a tripartite 
agreement between the city, the garbage 
collector and the reduction company that 
the terme of the contract in regard to daily 
collections should not be rigidly enforced. 
This agreement was ended on July 14, 1898, 
and there is an opinion in existence, writ- 
ten by the then City Counselor, W. C. Mar- 
shall, that thenceforth the contracts should 
be in full effect and binding upon all parties 
eoncerned.

BUT NEIGHBORS THINK MR. 
IMSE IS PRETTY WELL OFF. 


MRS. IMSE A CHARITY PATIENT. 


Board of Health Inquiring Into the 
Husband’s Ability to Pay for His 
Wife’S Keep at Asylum. 


A gale is blowing in a small teapot on 
South Jefferson avenue and from present 
indications he would be a wise prophet, in- 
ceed, who could foretell when the tempest 
will subside. 

‘the storm centers around a cigar stand 
in a building bearing the numbers 1805, 
and its keeper, Charles Imse, about Ww 
years oll], carpenter by trade. As a result 
the minds of shopkeepers and flat @wellers 
in that vicinity are in a very unsettled 
state—all because the shopkeepers and flat- 
dwellers believe Imse is rich and has a pot 
of goid hidden away somewhere; while 
Imse, who is a German, is using all the 
words he can eonmand in the Engiisa 
tongue to refuto tne wnarge that he :: 
wealthy and excitedly proclaims that he 
is a poor ‘man. 

The tempest broke in all its fury last 
Tuesday when Imse’s wie, a frail little 
woman, about & yeurs oiu, Was iéd from 
the door of her home in a blinding snow- 
storm, placed in an ambulance and taken 
to the City Insane Asylum. 

The news got abroad that she had been 
taken to the Poorhouse, and the neigh- 
bors rebelled at this, because Ilmse was 
known to berthe owner of tour elegant 
two-story brick buildings which are said 
to be worth $10,000. The news was alsvu 
passed from the shoemaker to the butcher 
and by the latter’s wife to the lady in the 
tirst-fioor front that the hands of ‘“Mam- 
my’’ Imse, as she was known, were tied, 
and that she begged piteousiy to be al- 
‘owed to remain at home. When it became 
known that Mrs. Imse had been placed in 
the asylum, and not the Poorhouse, the 
“enpesc did not subside, because with this 
inormation came the news that Mr. Imse 
had told the city authorities he was too 
cor to pay for his wife’s keeping an‘ 
isked that she be taken as a charity pa- 
tient. Imse’s patience was sorely tried at 
‘his point, and he offered to introduce, is 
evidence of his poverty, vartous notices 
irom angry creditors that he must pay up, 
but ‘his neighbors still refused to believe 
that he was indebted to either doctor, 
umber or baker. He then offered to in- 
troduce his tax receipis and _ especial- 
iy from the Water Rates Depart- 
ment to show that the tax collect- 
or made it utterly impossible for 
tim to ecare for his aged wife, but the 
neighbors were obdurate and turned away. 

He has not only met with great d‘fficuity 
in convincing his neigihbcors that he is 
poor, but the Board off Health, it appears, 
nas taken his statement with a good sized 
lump of salt, and has aagmitted his wife as 
. charity patient in the asylum with the 
inderstanding that he tis to make another 
aport on his financial conaition at the end 
of six months. As matters now stand in- 
iications are that the entire six months 
will be consumed in explaining to the 
1eighbors ‘his present financial status, when 
he will have to begin again with the Board 
of Health.

tax collector. i 
Two weeks ago Mr. Imse became alarmed 
at his wife’s condition. She had been ailing 
for some time, and“when he saw she was 
growing worse he e«alled in'Mrs,. Engelbert 
wife of the grocer next door. He tok 
\irs. Engelbert that he would get anything 
she thought his wife needed, or that his 
wife might wish, but one. He drew tne 
ine on the priesthodd. A priest, he de- 
‘lared, could not darken his door and his 
postition in that regard he wanted distinct- 
ly underatood. With this understanding 
Mrs.. Engelbert attended the sick woman.

ALL THE MEMBERS OF CHICAGO 
UNION TO CEASE WORK. 


OTHER ORGANIZATIONS TO JOIN. 


There Is a Possibility That the Trou- 
ble Will Extend to Same 
Trade in Other Cities. 


CHICAGO, Marah 2.—War is now on be- 
tween the International Association of Ma- 
chinists and the Chicago Association of Ma- 
chinery Manufacturers. As a result of 
the failure to reach an agreement last night 
at a meeting between representatives of 
the two bodies to discuss the questions in 
dispute, the Executive Committee of the 
machinists’ association decided to call a 
general strike of machinists in Chicago, 
and by to-night practically every union 
and many non-union machinists in this city 


will have laid down their tools, the only ex- 
ceptions being at the shops which have 
signed the agreement. 

The strike may take on a much wider 
nana than at first anticipated. A meeti 
of the Executive Committee of al] the meta 
working organizations in the city was 
held to-day and the question of a sympa- 
thetic etrike discussed. It understood 
that the sentiment among the men strongiy 
favors such action in case it is found nec- 
essary to help the machinists win their 
fight. Members of the Executive Council 
of the International Association of Machin- 
sts were also started for other cities to in- 
vestigate the gate me conditions, and if 
necessary call out the meaechinists. No 
strike, however, has been as yet reported 
outside of Chicago, except in Columbus, 
‘O., where, according to a telegram recei «ed 
to-day by President vames O'Connell. ev- 
ery union man has quit work in obedience 
to orders from the union. 

Stuart Reid has gone to Milwaukee, Wis.; 
International Vice-President D. D. Wilson 
to Columbus, O.; Conlon to Kan- 
sas City; J. Ferguson to Cleveland, O.; 
J. C. Daglish to Buffalo, and A. H. Holmes 
to Toronto, Ont. 

President O’Connell said to-day that the 
trouble had mow developed into a life and 
death struggle for the union, and that there 
were possibilities of the strike including 
not only all the machinists, but extending 
to all the metal working organizations in 
the country, which would affect nearly 
500,000 men. The machinists in Canada are 
also under the control of the International 
Association, and_ strikes, according to 
President O'Connell, may also be ordered in 
that territory. 

At present no trouble is anticipated be- 
tween the union machinists and the various 
railroads terminating in Chicago, ag on 
many of the lines grievances have already 
been settled. 

The meeting of the representatives of the 
metal working organizations, called to de- 
cide the question of a sympathetic strike, 
took on a broader scope than was at first 
expected. It was practically a meeting of 
the business agents of the unions in every 
line of metal workers in Chicago. The meet- 
ing resulted in a decision on the part of 
the union representatives to support the 
machinists in ‘all respects and to order 
sympathetic strikes at once wherever that 
action was found necessary. This may in- 
volve nearly 3,000 men in this city alone. 
The business agents expressed themseives 
confident that their action would be fol- 
lowed by the material trades councils in 
other cities,

“He was matched to fight Ruhlin at my 
club, and after I wired him that the 
match was arranged he wired back ask-ng 
me if I would put up his forfe't of $260. 
I consented to do sce, and a week before 
the fight came off he sent me a letter 
saying he was sick and could not go on. 

“I immediately wired him telling him 
that as I had $250 posted for him I would 
lose it unless he fought. He thereupon gent 
me the letter to which J refer, and in 
which he stated that he would come on 
and fight in order to save my’ money, but 
would guit In the first round and get the 
loser’s end of the purse. 

“I was not satisfied with his suggestion 
and declared the contract off ‘I offered 
Billy Madden, menager of Ruhlin. the for- 
feit of $250, but he refused to také@ it.

One thov’s nose bled, but 
under the supervision of a regular athletic 
instructor.” 

Dr. Andrews said of the matter: ‘I cer- 
tainly consider ‘boxing the best exercise 
for the muscles of the body. This sport 
puts into play muscles which can be de- 
veloped in no other way. I believe that as 
long as these affairs are conducted under 
the supervision of the principal and are 
entlemanly in every way, no objection can 
e found to them.”

Combination of Iron and Steel Indus- 
tries Now in Process of Or- 
ganization. 


WHEBLING, W. Va., March 2.—A com- 
bination of tron and steel industries, with 
$1,000,000,000 capital, will be completed within 
six months from April l. It will inclunde 
the American Tin Plate Co., the National 
Steel Co., the American Hoop and Wire 
Co., the National Steel Sheet ¢€o., now 
forming, and another, which is already in 
existence and which is as large or larger 
than any of the concerns named. The name 
of this latter concern is withheld for eco- 
nomio reasons, tll some minor complica- 
tions concerning capitalization are over- 
come.

Steel Co., and who is to be credited with 
being the pioneer of the trust of trusts idea. 

The original plan iaid out by the coterle 
of men Who planned the union of all the 
iron and steel properties was to form a 
single trust of all the interests in the coun- 
try. This was abandoned because they 
recognized that the people who owned the 
stock in individual lots and the financers 
would be scared py ‘he size af the enter- 
prise. 

It was then decided to first form trusts 
of the various branches of the trades and 
after they had been successfully launched 
to combine them all !nto one. The Carnegie 
interests and the interesis controlled by the 
Standami Oil Co. did not prove tractable and 
efforts to get them were dropped. 

Now everything of any consequence out- 
side the Carnegie and Standard interests 
is ‘o be got together and the entire iron and 
steel industry of the country controlled by 
the new $1.000,000.000 trust, except the Stand- 
ard and Carnegie interests. The sheet steel 
trust will elect-temporary officers, with 
Iahn A. Tonrpine. one of the l'evtenants of 
W. T. Graham of the tin plate trust, as tem- 
porary president, "a hold office till the fina! 
consolidation. The informant says this 
story wil be dented and ridiculed, but that 
it will be fully verified.

A storm of protest has arisen, and if by + 


some hook or crook the convention shouid 
go through it w.ii be against the 
voluminous protests that have ever 
made against any reciprocity treaty. 

Although negotiated and recommended by 
the Pres.dent and his immediate advisors, 
{he treaty is opposed by some of the most 
men of the Senate. Aldrich, 
Allison, Warren, Platt of New York and 
Depew have been most earnest in the-r 
efforts to defeat it. Byen Eikins of West 
Virginia, the Administration's stand-by, 
has raised his voice in protest. Perkins of 
California, who usually stands by the Ad- 
ministration, is up in arms against it. 

The Standard Oil Trust is one of the 
chief beneficiaries in the treaty. A clause 
in the new treaty provides that American 
products shall be given the right of ad- 
mission at the minimum rates of duty, 
w.th but few slight exceptions. 

The French minimum list contains more 
than 10 articles, dnd chief among them 
are the Standard Oil products. 
Heretofore it has been impossible for the 
products of the Standard Otl Company to 
secure admission to the French markets 
because of the high tariff. For pol‘t'cal 
reagons France has endeavored to keep 
American oil from entering its borders. de- 
siring to give preference to the Russian 
product. 

Senators Platt and Depew have received 
protests against the treaty from underwear 
and hosiery manufacturers of New York 
and the New England States.
